GS.R. 631(E). —The following draft of certain rules 
further to amend the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, 
whidh the Central Government proposes to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (f) of Section 110 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988), is hereby 
published as required by sub-section (1) of Section 212 of 
the said Act for information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft rules shall be taken into consideration or after the 
expiiy of a period of forty-five days from the date on which 
the copies of this notification as published in the Gazette 
of India, are made available to the public. 

2 The objections or suggestions which may be 
received from any person with respect to the said draft 
rules before the expiry of the aforesaid period shall be 
considered by the Central Government. The objections and 
suggestions, if any, may be sent to the Joint Secretary 
(Transport), Ministry of Road Transport and Highways, 
Transport Bhawan, Parliament Street, New Delhi-110001. 

Draft Rules 

1.(1) These rules may be called the Central Motor 
Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 2011. 

(2) They shall come into force six months after the 
date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, for rule 
118, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“118. Speed governor 

(1) All transport vehicles shall be fitted with a 
speed governor (speed controlling device) by the 
original equipment manufacturers at the 
manufacturing stage with maximum pre-set speed of 
70 kilometre per hour, conforming to the Standards 
A1S: 018, as amended from time to time: 

Provided that the registered transport vehicles as 
may be notified by the State Governments in the 
Official Gazette from time to time shall be fitted by 
the operator of such transport vehicle with a speed 
governor (speed controlling device) conforming to 
the Standards AIS : 018, as amended from time to 
time. 

(2) The speed grovemor shall be fitted by the 
Original Equipment Manufacturers or the operators, 
as the case may be, in such a manner that the speed 
governor can be sealed with an official seal of the 
State Transport Authority or a Regional Transport 
Authority in such a way that it can not be removed 
or tampered with without the seal being broken. 

(3) The speed grovemor shall be so set that the 
vehicle is incapable of being driven at a speed in 
excess of the maximum pre-set speed of the vehicle 
except down an incline.”
